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Tenth Annual Angus Gilbert Memorial 

Lecture a Success

On November 13, the history 
department held its 10th Annual 
Angus Gilbert Memorial Lecture in 
the Brenda Wallace Reading Room, 
which was a great success. This 
lecture has become a tradition, a way 
of remembering a former professor 
here at Laurentian. Dr. Angus Gilbert 
became a member of the history 
department in 1970 after receiving his 
BA, M.A, and PhD. from the 
University of Toronto. He continued 
with the history department until his 
death in 1993. During his time at 
Laurentian, he served as Chair of the 
Department, as well as a five-year 
term as dean of social sciences and 
vice-president of academics. Dr. 
Gilbert is remembered as "bright and 
astute" by his colleagues. He was also 
one Donald Creighton's last graduate 
students, and since Creighton was the 
father of Canadian history, this year's 
lecture topic becomes all the more 
appropriate. 

This year's informative 
lecture was given by Dr. Donald 
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Wright from Brock University, and 
his topic was "Donald Creighton: 
Man, Myth, and Memory". Wright 
believes that "to understand 
Creighton is to understand the 20th 
century". Dr. Wright is in the process 
of writing a biography on Donald 
Creighton, tentatively titled A Life in 
History, and expects it to be 
published within the next few years. 
To help further our understanding of 
Creighton, Wright has divided the 
subject matter into three categories, 
which as you might have guessed 
from the topic, are man, myth, and 
memory. 

Wright first begins to talk of 
Creighton the man, who was born in 
1902 into a privileged middle class 
family. He was surrounded by 
literature, and when he was in high 
school, wrote book reviews for the 
Christian Guardian, of which his 
father was editor. Creighton went on 
to study at Victoria College at 
University of Toronto and eventually 
at Oxford. According to Wright, 
Creighton was a very private man. 



which makes it difficult to get 
information from personal sources. 
Creighton knew that his private 
papers would be wanted after his 
death, so he and his wife, not wanting 
to share that part of their lives with 
the world, decided to bum their love 
letters from when they were dating 
in the 1920s. Creighton remarked in 
a letter to a close confidante that he 
had no desire to become the subject 
of a doctoral thesis, or even worse, a 
master's thesis. 

The way Creighton was 
viewed had drastically changed from 
the time he became a U of T lecturer 
in 1927 and his death in 1978. It is 
this change where Wright's second 
theme of myth comes into play. At 
the beginning of his career, Creighton 
was well respected, and had 
developed a reputation as the 
foremost Canadian historian. 
Published in 1937, his first work — 
originally titled The Commercial 
Empire of the St. Lawrence, 1760- 
1850 — was met with excellent 
reviews as was his two-volume 
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biography on Canada's first Prime 
Minister, Sir John A. MacDonald, 
Creighton is most famous for his 
^'Empire of the St. Lawrence'' theory, 
which essentially states that the St. 
Lawrence river provided a crucial 
communication hub that was 
responsible for Canada's social, 
economic and political development. 
As time progressed, Creighton did 
not. His views did not change, despite 
the shifts towards multiculturalism 
and bilingualism implemented by 
Prime Minister Trudeau. According 
to Wright, it was in this era that 
Creighton fell out of favour, and 
came to be seen as a "pessimist, bigot 
and violently Tory partisan", who 
was also paranoid, jealous, sexist, 
anti-Semitic, anti-American and 
francophobic. 

This leads into Wright's last 
point: how Creighton is remembered. 
Wright believes that this is 
ahistorical, because Creighton is free- 
floating as a symbol of everything 
that is wrong with English Canada 
in the 1960's, and that it is a 
historian's job to reinsert him back 
into historical context. Two of 
Creighton 's former students from the 
mid- 1940s and 1960s who spoke at 
the lecture offer a much a different 
memory of the man, describing him 
as '^dignified" "gracious, polite, 
informative." One woman 



commented that she never felt treated 
differently because she was female. 
Wright told of a story remembered 
by Creighton's daughter: when her 
mother was over in Paris, her father 
brought a cake over from England on 
more than one special occasion. 
Wright stresses the fact that 
Creighton was more than what he 
became, and seems to suggest that it 
is unfair that he is simply left that 
way, when he has contributed so 
much. He hopes that his biography 
will rectify this. 

In closing, Wright spoke on 
his belief that biographies are 
important these days because modem 
life is so fast-paced, and because we i 
constantly have to multitask, we find 
ourselves distanced from the depth 
of life; biography offers a substitution 
for this lack of sense of ourselves. 
This form of history, often dismissed 
as a lazy historian's history or that of 
dead white guys, offers an outlet in 
which Creighton and others can be 
reinserted into history as individuals. 
Wright states that history is made by 
the living, not machines, and because 
of this, "biography reminds us of our 
humanity." In his lecture. Dr. Wright 
offered interesting new perspectives 
on Creighton and biography, which 
will surely make his book a 
fascinating read when it is finally 
published. 



MIRARCO Heads Monitoring 

Station Launch to Probe 

Health of Ramsey Lake

Earlier this week, Laurentian 
University's Mining Innovation, 
Rehabilitation and Applied Research 
Corporation (MIRARCO) and its 
Centre for Environmental 
Monitoring (CEM) launched a water 
monitoring station in one of the 
deepest parts of Ramsey Lake in 
Sudbury, Ontario. The unit, called 
Limnos VB-25 and made by Apprise 
Technologies Inc., is the first tool of 
a series to be launched that will 
comprise an automated "toolchest" 
of monitormg and sampling units. 

The launch is part of CEM's 
water quality project called "Probing 
the Health of Ramsey Lake." This 
initiative is supported in part by 
CIMTEC, the Cooperative 
Freshwater Ecology Unit, the Greater 
City of Sudbury, Inco Limited, 
Falconbridge Limited, and Science 
North. This project examines the 
impact of watershed management 
and conflicting land use pressures on 
the primary drinking source for over 
50,000 Greater Sudbury residents. 

The system will later be 
applied to remote areas where 
frequent monitoring is a challenge 
due to difficult and costly human 
access. The growing concern of 
climate change and how it may affect 
parts of the ecosystem like coldwater 
fish populations in northern lakes is 
also a driving force for some of this 
research. The unit is designed to 
detect, measure and collect data. It 



consists of a profiling system that 
travels up and down the water 
column four times a day recording 
chemical parameters (temperature, 
pH, conductivity, dissolved oxygen, 
oxidation/reduction potential and 
turbidity) that indicate the quality of 
water. Above the water column, a 
weather station records conditions at 
the surface. 

The system will provide real- 
time data from remote locations 
through cellular communications and 
powered by solar panels. The data 
will then be integrated in Laurentian 
University's Centre tor Integrated 
Monitoring Technology (CIMTEC) 
Design and Training Facility and 
visualized in its Virtual Reality 
Laboratory. 

It is anticipated that this study 
will answer questions about the 
correlation between water 
temperature and dissolved metal 
content, and how these interactions 
affect the local ecosystem, including 
people. This research will have a 
direct impact on the industry's 
mining practices and reclamation 
efforts. The end result will be a better 
understanding of the real health of the 
water, providing immediate feedback 
signaling what changes are necessary 
to keep the water, and those that 
depend on it, safe.

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Northerners Invited to Plan Medical 
School Curriculum

* What does a quintessentially 
Canadian community expect of its 
future physicians? 

* What skills and knowledge does 
that community desire in the delivery 
of its health care from now until the 
mid-2 1st century? 

* And how will the abiding 
Canadian challenges of distance, 
isolation and three founding - and 
often contending - nations inform and 
shape medical pedagogy in the 
northern environment? 

Those are three of the 
principal questions that will be posed 
to the Northern Ontario community 
by Canada's newest medical school 
at a curriculum workshop slated for 
Sault Ste. Marie, Ontario in mid- 
January. 

"We'd like to invite 
Northerners to join us in formulating 
the curriculum that will be used to 



train physicians at the Northern 
Ontario Medical School," says 
NOMS Founding Dean Dr. Roger 
Strasser. 

"We think this will be an 
unprecedented and exciting 
exercise," Dr. Strasser continued. "To 
our knowledge, no medical school 
anywhere has ever consulted with the 
community it serves in quite this way. 
In addition to physicians, university 
faculty and health care providers, we 
want the widest possible input from 
Northerners to give us current and 
ongoing advice as to how to train the 
physicians who will serve them." 

While much of the NOMS 
curriculum will include the 
traditional basic science and clinical 
subject matter, there will also be 
considerable leeway to build in 
electives that reflect the unique 
cultural, linguistic and geographic 
context of northern Canada. 

"I'm new here myself," added 



Dr. Strasser, who moved to Canada 
with his family from Australia in 
August, "but I've discovered that 
Northern Ontario is a fair reflection 
of Canada as a whole in that the 
population includes a healthy balance 
of Aboriginal, Francophone and 
Anglophone Canadians. 

"One of NOMS' most 
important mandates is to reflect that 
balance in everything we do. That's 
quite a challenge. But I'm convinced 
that if we remain true to this vision 
we will, in the end, create a medical 
school like no other. We hope 
Northerners will join us in this 
endeavour."

Students Refuse to Dissect Animals

Increasing numbers 
of students are asking to opt 
out of the science class ritual 
of dissecting frogs or fetal 
pigs, branding the practice 
cruel and insisting they can 
learn as much from 
computer simulations. 

A 16-year-old honor 
student in Baltimore was 
removed from her anatomy 
class last week after refusing 
to dissect a cat, then allowed 
back in — with the option 
of computer alternatives — 
after protesters picketed the high 
school. 

In Las Vegas, the Clark 
County School Board voted earlier 
this year to let students opt out of 
dissections if they have parental 
support. 

The new policy was adopted 
after a petition drive led by eighth- 
grader Laurie Wolff, an A student 
who received a C in a science class 
two years earlier after declining to cut 
up an earthworm. 

Anti-dissection students also 
appealed for policy changes this year 
at a school board meeting in Little 
Chute, Wis., and last year before a 
state Senate committee in Vermont. 

Little Chute student Amy 
Richards gave a practical reason for 
accommodating the dissenters. 
"They won't learn much with their 
eyes closed because they're 
disgusted," she said. 

A student delegation from 
Woodstock Union High School in 
Vermont helped get a bill introduced 
to allow students to use computer 
models instead of participating in 
dissections. The bill died in the 
Senate Education Committee. 

National teachers groups 
maintain that dissections are a better 
learning tool than simulations, but 
recommend that instructors be 
sensitive to student qualms. 

According to the Humane 
Society of the United States, eight 
states have approved opt-out policies

— California, Florida, Illinois, 
Louisiana, Maine, New York, 
Pennsylvania and Rhode Island. A 
similar policy is pending in New 
Jersey's legislature. 

The Baltimore case illustrates 
how quickly a teacher's classroom 
decision can become the focus of 
ideological controversy. 

On Sept. 23, Jennifer Watson 
was taken out of her Kenwood High 
School honors anatomy class and 
placed in a general science class after 
she asked for an alternative to cat 
dissection. The next evening. 
Humane Society officials attended a 
school board meeting, requesting that 
dissection alternatives be provided 
districtwide. 

The following day about 20 
protesters picketed outside Kenwood 
High, and school officials announced 
Jennifer would be allowed back in 
her class. She will perform computer- 
simulated dissections, perhaps joined 
by some other students, while the rest 
of the class dissects cats. 

'I've loved animals my whole 
life," said Jennifer, whose family has 
several cats. *'I was standing up for 
what I believe in." 

The Humane Society 
estimates that 6 million animals — 
mostly frogs, fetal pigs and cats — 
are dissected annually in American 
schools. The society distributes anti- 
dissection videos and loans computer 
software to schools interested in 
offering alternatives. 



"Students and teachers 
come to us on a regular 
basis saying, 'I don't 
want to do this any 
more/" said Lesley 
King, the Humane 
Society's director for 
education and animal 
welfare. 

She said school 
districts can save money 
by purchasing reusable 
dissection software 
rather than buying dead 
animals that can only be 
dissected once. 
The 9,000-member National 
Association of Biology Teachers is 
wary of the push for alternatives. 
Although it urges teachers to be 
sensitive to students' objections, its 
formal position says, "No alternative 
can substitute for the actual 
experience of dissection." 

Wayne Carley, the 
association's executive director, said 
many who oppose dissection "act on 
emotion rather than intellect." 

"This is an issue of academic 
freedom," he said. "A well-trained 
teacher has the knowledge and 
experience to know how best to use 
dissection." 

The National Science 
Teachers Association, which claims 
53,000 members, also defends 
dissection but advises teachers to be 
flexible. 

"There were few suitable 
alternatives when I taught, but now 
there are some extremely 
sophisticated virtual technologies," 
said Wendell Mohling, a former 
biology teacher in Shawnee Mission, 
Kan., who is associate executive 
director of the science teachers 
group. 

The pressure to cut back on 
dissections is even being felt in 
college and graduate programs. King 
says the Humane Society accepts the 
need for dissections in veterinary 
education, but urges schools to use 
only animals that have been 
euthanized because of illness or age. 
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Mining Engineering Seminar at LU 

On Thursday, November 28, from 4:30 to 5:30 p.m., Laurentian 
University's School of Engineering and Mining Innovation, 
Rehabilitation and Applied Research Corporation (MIRARCO) will 
present a mining engineering seminar in room F228 of Laurentian's 
Fraser Building. The seminar, entitled "Application of the 
SIROVISION Computer Package to Mining Problems," will be 
presented by Dr. Habib Alehossein, senior research scientist at 
CSIRO,and professor at the University of Queensland, in Australia, 

This seminar will present a detailed overview of the 
SIROVISION computer technique, for rapid, safe, low cost geological 
mapping and improved geotechnical assessment, leading to increased 
productivity and improved safety. Using only a digital camera to produce 
2D digital photos of excavation slopes (including mine pits, benches, 
trenches, high walls, tunnel roofs or walls), the rest (processing and 
transfeaing the 2D photo- image data to accurate 3D digital surface 
images) is taken care of by the versatile and advanced SIROVISION 
3D Mapping Computer Package! 

This process is not performed in the harsh conditions of the 
field, but rather in the convenient atmosphere of a computer laboratory. 
Third-year mining engineering students of the University of Queensland 
use this technology to map rock joints and discontinuities on a given 
rock slope surface to conduct geological and geotechnical studies and 
analyses, including the scan-line mapping, stereo net projection and 
slope stability. 

Dr. Habib Alehossein is a civil engineering graduate of the 
University of Sydney. He is specialized in developing the analytical 
and numerical methods to a wide range of problems in the areas of soil 
mechanics, rock mechanics, drilling and blasting, waterjetting, rock 
cutting and cutting tool wear. Currently he is a senior research scientist 
at the CSIRO - Exploration and Mining, where he is conducting research 
on cutting tool developments. He is also an adjunct professor at the 
University of Queensland teaching geomechanics and excavation 
engineering to mining engineering students.

The event will bring together researchers, policy makers, and 
stakeholders from throughout Ontario. This workshop is organized by 
the Canadian Climate Impacts and Adaptation Research Network for 
Ontario 

(C-CIARN-Ontario), which is located on the Laurentian University 
campus in Sudbury. All members of the media are welcome to attend. 

Increasing atmospheric concentrations of greenhouse gases are 
believed to be changing our climate in unprecedented ways. It is 
expected that Ontario will become much warmer causing an increased 
number of heat stress days for vulnerable populations. We may 
experience more frequent and severe extreme weather events affecting 
our critical infrastructure. 

Freshwater resources, both ground and surface, may become 
scarcer resulting in lower levels of the Great Lakes, other lakes and 
rivers. This would have enormous implications on our drinking water 
as well industries such as agriculture, power generation, shipping and 
tourism. The ecosystems that sustain us will be particularly vulnerable 
if the pace of the expected changes surpasses adaptive capacity.

Mr. Norquay attempts to 
defend the protesters of a recruiting 
booth at a Laurentian job fair with 
the old "I pay taxes so I pay your 
wages" argument. That may be true 
but if they disagree with Canadian 
foreign policy then they should take 
it up with their Member of Parliament 
or voice their opinions in some other 
constructive manner. Harassing 
recruiters at a career fair is a juvenile 
way of making a point and it 
intimidates students who may be 
interested in what the CF has to offer. 

As a serving member of 
Sudbury's local Army Reserve unit, 
I have only positive things to say 
about my military experience so far. 
There are no beatings, hazings or 



torture whatsoever, and any incidents 
of harassment are dealt with harshly. 
It's actually a great place to work. 

We train one evening a 
night and one weekend a month, with 
the option of full time employment 
in the summer. Many of our soldiers 
volunteer for overseas tours if they 
have the time, and gain valuable life 
experience in the process. 

There are no ^'contracts of 
service" in the Reserves, so we are 
free to leave at any time we want. The 
wages we receive are very 
competitive with other part-time 
jobs, and in addition to our pay 
checks post-secondary students 
receive a yearly $2000 bursary. 

I think the Army Reserve is 
the best kept employment secret out 
there for students. It's a shame that 
groundless stereotypes and a few 
misinformed protesters prevent more 
students from discovering this.

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Scientists Doubt imminent Birtli of Human Cione

Will 2003 be the year of the 
first human clone? An Italian fertil- 
ity expert says a patient will give 
birth to a cloned baby early next year 
but experts, including one who 
helped create Dolly the sheep, are 
skeptical. Dr. Severino Antinori told 
a news conference in Rome on Tues- 
day that the cloned baby is due in 
January 

The maverick doctor gained 
fame nearly a decade ago when he 
helped a 62-year-old women give 
birth following fertility treatment 
with a donated egg, but he has re- 
vealed few details about his latest 
project. 

"It's going well. There are no 
problems," was all he would say 
about the pregnancy of the cloned 
embryo. 

He gave no clues about the 
woman's identity, age, where and 
when the embryo was cloned and 
where she would give birth nor of 
two other women he said are carry- 
ing cloned embryos. All he would 
say was that the cloned fetus was 
healthy and weighed roughly 6 
pounds. 

Other experts in the field have 
grave doubts. 



"It is possible but I am highly 
skeptical. It is unlikely to be true," 
Professor Anne McLaren, of the 
Wellcome Trust Cancer Research UK 
Institute at the University of Cam- 
bridge, told Reuters Wednesday. 

Cloning experts doubt 
Antinori or his unknown colleagues 
have the expertise to clone a human. 
Although sheep, mice and pigs have 
been cloned, scientists have not yet 
produced a carbon copy of any pri- 
mate. 

Experts at the Roslin Institute 
in Scotland, where Dolly was cre- 
ated, said that without proof it is im- 
possible to know what Antinori has 
done. 

"It is very difficult to know if 
there is any substance behind these 
claims at all," Dr Harry Griffm said 
when Antinori said a woman in his 
program was pregnant in April. 

Antinori did not produce any 
evidence then or now so scientists do 
now know if he has achieved any- 
thing or if he is just seeking public- 
ity. 

"We have nothing more to 
add," a spokeswoman for the insti- 
tute said Wednesday.

Bye Bye Moon 

As you read this, the Moon is moving away from us. Each 
year, the Moon steals some of Earth's rotational energy, and uses it to 
propel itself about 3.8 centimeters higher in its orbit. Researchers say 
that when it formed, the Moon was about 14,000 miles (22,530 
kilometers) from Earth. It's now more than 280,000 miles, or 450,000 
kilometers away. 

The Moon is not round (or spherical). Instead, it's shaped 
like an egg. If you go outside and look up, one of the small ends is 
pointing right at you. And the Moon's center of mass is not at the 
geometric center of the satellite; it's about 1.2 miles (2 kilometers) off- 
center.

using a technique called nuclear 
transfer. The nucleus of an egg cell 
was removed and replaced with the 
nucleus from a cell of the animal to 
be cloned. It was then reprogrammed 
so the cell grew and divided nor- 
mally 

It is a skilled and risky tech- 



nique. Only a small percentage of 
clones result in pregnancies and there 
is a high percentage of miscarriages 
and deformities. 

Even animal clones that look 
healthy may have genetic abnormali- 
ties or be predisposed to a decreased 
life span because the cells used in the 



cloning process acquire DNA dam- 
age as they age. 

Dolly is thought to be older 
than her years because she was pro- 
duced from a cell taken from a six- 
year-old ewe. 

Antinori has not given any 
clues about how the human embryo 
was cloned nor who the progenitor, 
the person who has been cloned, is. 
"We will wait and we will see what 
the DNA studies show if a baby is 
born," McLaren said. "I just hope it 
will not have abnormalities." 

Comparing DNA from the 
progenitor and from the baby will 
determine whether the baby is geneti- 
cally identical and a clone. 

"I would not rule out the pos- 
sibility that he has managed to do this 
but I would fear for what the conse- 
quences might in terms of deformi- 
ties," said Dr Sandy Thomas. 

Thomas, director of the 
Nuffield Council on Bioethics which 
examines ethical issues arising from 
developments in medicine and biol- 
ogy, said Antinori is not following the 
normal criteria by which scientific 
advances are judged. 

"No one can therefore make 
any kind of an evaluation of the va- 
lidity of what he is saying. There is 
no information so it is impossible to 
make a judgment," she added.

PRINCE GEORGE, B.C. - A biology 
professor in northern British 
Columbia has spotted a clover field 
crawling with spiders. 

Brian Thair of the College of 
New Caledonia in Prince George said 
he saw a silky, white web stretching 
60 acres across a field. 

'When you see horror movies 
with spider web festooned from this 
place to that place and so on, it comes 
nowhere near approaching what 
occurred in this field," Thair told 
CBC Radio's As It Happens. 

A typical barbwire fence on 
wood posts surrounded the field 
about six kilometres east of McBride 
in the Robson Valley Thair said it 
looked like the whole area was 
covered with an opaque, white plastic 
grocery store bag. 

The thin, elastic coasting was 
not soft and fluffy like webs built by 
individual spiders. There were about 
two spiders per square centimetre 
laying the silk, which first appeared 
in early October. 

Thair said the web showed 
great tensile strength - enough to put 
a handful of coins on it without them 
falling through. 

There were '*in the order of 
tens of millions of spiders running 
frantically back and forth," but they 
weren't interacting with each other. 

Since the spiders didn't seem 
to care if an occasional insect 
stumbled into their construction, 
Thair doesn't think it was built for 
trapping purposes. 

He suggests the spiders 
encountered an enormous quantity of 
high quality, nutritious prey to be able

to accomplish this feat. 

But he's also heard other 
suggestions. 

"Some people have said, 'oh 
yes, well it's a trampoline for 
aliens,'" Thair joked. "Or maybe it 
was an effort collectively by these 



spiders to try and catch a sheep." 

Snowstorms and wind have 
blown away much of the web since 
he first spotted it the week of Oct. 
27,- but Thair intends to return to the 
field to see if the spiders have mated 
successfully.

Harry's still living with his 
adoptive family, who still very much 
hate him and very much wish him to 
remain out of sight, and out of 
Hogwart's. Before his buddy Ron 
breaks him out of his house-prison 
and helps him on his way back to 
school, our hero is visited by a rather 
twisted, self-mutilating, CGI- 
powered house elf named Dobby, 
who warns him to keep away from 
Hogwart's. He doesn't, naturally, and 
arrives at his old school to find 
himself in his sophomore year, and 
since he's already accustomed to the 
place, he dives right back into his 
classes. However, not all is well: it's 
not long before something very dark 
and very evil starts to rear its head. 
The semester has hardly begun 
before Harry fmds himself the target 
of all manner of unnerving events 
surrounding the so-called Chamber 
of Secrets, and some kind of monster 
that's turning mudbloods - people 
who are bom to non-magical parents 
- to stone. It's an interesting story that 
ties everyone and everything together 
nicely while introducing a much 
darker feel. 

In fact, if there's one diing that 
sticks out about Harry Potter and the 
Chamber of Secrets, it's that it's an 
irtcredibly, surprisingly dark movie. 
Whereas the first film had its share 
of darker moments, it was mostly 
filled with this sense of magic and 
wonder, like a sort of modern-day 
Wizard of Oz. This time around, 
though, things are much more 
ominous. Take Dobby, for example: 
his first appearance is a fairly creepy

little moment, with his warnings and 
tendency to beat himself and even 
iron his hands as self-punishment, 
and it's one that definitely sets the 
tone for the rest of the movie. Then 
there's Hogwart's itself Whereas it 
was possessed with a kind of warmth 
in the first film, everything that made 
it inviting now works against it: the 
shifting staircases are all dark and 
gloomy, monsters loom in the 
shadows, the bloody messages on the 
walls, and even Quidditch itself 
becomes an attempt to avoid being 
killed. There's constant death threats, 
snakes, spiders, and when you factor 
in that Harry also starts hearing 
voices that urge him to kill, you've 
got yourself one helluva dark picture. 
It's an interesting switch from the 
first film, to be sure, and although the 
story is so well- told and the world so 
rich with creativity that it never feels 
like a novelty, you can't help but feel 
as though some of the magic has been 
sapped from Harry's world. This isn't 
to say that it's a bad movie; on the 
contrary, it's an incredibly good one, 
and these dark events help to keep 
the tension high throughout the film's 
bladder-bursting three-hour running 
time. 

With Harry's second year 
comes the familiar faces of old, 
including his friends Ron and 
Hermione - still played quite nicely 
by Rupert Grint and Emma Watson 
— and his arch-nemesis-in-training, 
Draco Malfoy (Tom Felton), who's 
a little bit older, and a great deal 
nastier. Naturally, Hogwart's 
wouldn't be Hogwart's without the 
presence of the colossal Hagrid 
(Robbie Coltrane), as well as the 
late Richard Harris' final 
performance as grandfatherly 
Dumbledore. We're introduced to 
few new faces as well, including 
Draco's father, Lucius (Jason 



Isaacs), who somehow manages to 
exude even more contempt, 
arrogance, and hatred than his slimy 
son. There's also Kenneth 
Branaugh as Gilderoy Lockheart, 
author of the best-selling book. 
Magical Me, and the school's new 
Defense Against the Dark Arts 
professor. Arrogant, incompetent, 
and completely in love with himself, 
he offers some of the film's better 
moments, and provides some much- 
needed comic relief 

When all is said and done, 
Harry Potter and the Chamber of 
Secrets isn't about asking the 
question, "Is it a good movie?", 
because it certainly is. Rather, the 
question is, *ls it as good as the first 
one?", and I'm sorry to say that it's 
not. Harry's second year at Hogwart's 
is still an interesting, well-told story 
with some tremendously vivid 
characters, but the tone has shifted 
so drastically that even Harry himself 
might not even recognize his old 
school. With monsters much more 
evil and threatening than those found 
in the first film, constant death 
threats, warnings of "racial" purges, 
bloody messages and a general 
feeling of dread, the movie feels 
almost as though it should have been 
termed "Indiana Potter and the Junior 
Highschool of Doom". Which isn't 
a bad thing, really; it certainly makes 
for a much more exciting story, which 
alone should convert non-fans of the 
first film, and the sheer creative 
fantasy of Harry's alternate universe 
alone is well worth the price of 
admission. As great as it is, however, 
it lacks that special something that 
made the first one a kiddy-themed 
classic. With a year and a half to go 
until the next one, we'll have to sit 
tight to wait and see if Harry can 
indeed bring the magic back to 
Hogwart's.

1981 - This is the year that Metallica 
officially began its quest for world 
domination of the heavy metal scene. 
It was this year that Lars Ulrich and 
James Hetfield got together to form 
the band. They also enlisted bass 
player Ron McGovney and lead 
guitarist Dave Mustaine. It all began ^ 
in Los Angeles, California. 

1983 - Metallica relocates to San r^ 
Francisco and along with this change f 
they get a new look. Dave Mustaine 
gets kicked out due to behavioral P ^ 
problems and is replaced by Kirk ; 
Hammett. CliffBurton is also added 
to the mix as he is turning heads with 
his electric bass work. The band then 
moves to New York City to record 
their debut LP Kill'Em All. 

1984 - Metallica's second LP Ride 
the Lightning is released. 
Unfortunately there is almost no 
media. Even conmiercial radio didn't 
give the band any support. Despite 
all of the non-media attention Ride 
the Lightning goes Gold and remains 
on Billboard's Top 20 for 50 weeks. 



1986 - The band's 3^^^ LP Master of 
Puppets hits stores and redefines 
thrash metal. Despite the ground 
breaking work Metallica still can't 
get any interest from radio and other 
sources of media. Thankfully the 
works of singles and video leads 
Master of Puppets into selling 1 
million copies in the USA alone. 
On the down side this is also the year 
that tragedy strikes the band. While 
on their 1" headlining tour in Europe 
the tour bus skids off the road in 
Sweden. Cliff Burton is killed and 
Metallica takes time off to grief. A 
few weeks later a new bassist in the 
form of Jason Newsted is found. 








1987 - Metallica returns to Europe 
to finish playing the tour that was 
cancelled the year before. In San 
Francisco the band converts Lars' 
garage into a rehearsal room and 
records covers of their favorite songs. 
This LP was later called Garage Days 
Revised. 

1988 - Metallica releases Cliff 'Em 
All, a long-form video footage that 
is mostly shot by fans that chronicles 
Cliff Burton and his role with 
Metallica. The band then goes on 
tour of the USA as part of the 
Monsters of Rock tour. In September 
their 4^*^ LP . . . And Justice for All is 
released. Sales go through the roof 
and Metallica goes on a world tour 
that includes 120 arena dates in the 
USA. The band releases two singles; 
"Harvester of Sorrow" and "One". 
The latter is featured with two 
different videos. 

1991 -Metallica's5^LPknownnow 
as The Black Album becomes a super 
heavyweight in the music industry. 
This LP brings Metallica into the

mainstream and the world is finally 
ready to pay attention. "Enter 
Sandman" becomes an international 
hit along with "Sad But True", 
'^Nothing Else Matters", "Wherever 
I May Roam" and "The Unforgiven". 
Between August 1991 and July 1993 
Metallica goes on tour and plays over 
300 shows around the world. The 
band also gains the reputation of 
being one of the greatest live bands. 
They are also credited with bringing 
the rest of the heavy metal world into 
the mainstream. Metallica then goes 
on a one year holiday. 

1995-96 - Dubbed "Escape the 
Studio '95" Metallica plays at Castle 
Domington for over 60 000 people. 
They then return to San Francisco to 
begin recording their next LP. 
Rumors fly that Metallica sets their 
own deadlines and have actually 
recorded more than enough tracks for 
two LP's. 

1996 - Metallica's 6''* LP Load is 
released. The cover is a work by 
Andres Serrano called "Blood and 
Semen 11". It was made by mixing 
bovine blood and the artist's semen 
together and then pressing it under 
Plexiglas. Fans reacted to this new 
sound by calling the band "Alternica" 
because they felt that Metallica had 
sold out to the music industry. 
Metallica stuck to what they have 
maintained all along, that they do 
what they want when they want. 

1997 - Re-Load hit the stores and the 
first single "The Memory Remains" 
is released along with a song entitled 



"Fuel for Fire" which turns out to be 
a longer version of "Fuel". 

1998 - Metallica releases a double 
disc set called Garage Inc. This is 
simply just a redone version of 
Garage Days Revised. The first disc 
features the covers that the band had 
previously recorded while the second 
disc contains new favorite covers of 
the group. 

1999 - Metallica does something that 
was never heard of this year. S&M 
is released and the world doesn't 
know how to react. Metallica returns 
home to San Francisco and teams up 
with The San Francisco Symphony 
Orchestra for two days and recorded 
enough tracks to make a double disc 
CD. The concert was also released 
on VHS and DVD. 

2000 - Metallica files a lawsuit 
against on-line peer file sharing giant 
Napster. Metallica claims that people 
downloading music will kill the 
industry and also violates copyright 
infringement laws. 

Present Day - Metallica has since had 
to move on again as bassist Jason 
Newsted has left the group to pursue 
different interests. Metallica is 
currently searching for someone to 
replace him. The band is in the studio 
right now recording a new CD. 
Melissa Auf der Maur from 
Smashing Pumpkin fame has joined 
the group in the studio but there is 
no word yet if she is Metallica's new 
bassist. There is also no word on a 
release date for this new work. 
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KiirEmAII 

For all of you history buffs 
out there this is the album that 
started it all. Kill 'Em All brought 
all four original members, Hetfield, 
Ulrich, Burton and Hammet. Let 
history begin writing itself. 

The lead track on this album 
does is the best introduction track 
for an album of all time. Hit The 
Lights is everything that MetaUica 
is all about all wrapped up into one 
tune. One can't stop looking there. 
Don't forget about the bands mega 
hits off this album such as The Four 
Horseman and Seek and Destroy. 

Four Horseman has got to 
be one of Metallica's greatest 
accomplishments. What really 
grabs the listeners is the intensity 
that Metallica plays this song with. 
And who could ever forget Seek 
and Destroyl This song pretty 
much changed the direction of 
heavy metal as the world knew it 
at that time.

This double-disc CD will 
probably go down as the most 
controversial Metallica CD yet. 
Just as the band was starting to win 
over their long time fans with 
Garage Inc. the guys decided to get 
together and try something 
completely new. They got together 
with the San Francisco Symphony 
Orchestra and recorded 21 tracks. 

The sound was incredible as 
both styles complimented each 
other. Think about it, classical meets 
metal. Who knew? This CD best 
exemplifies Metallica's influences, 
style and creativity. 

The audience was filled with 
head bangers and classical music 
fans and the funny thing about it 
was people didn't know whether to 
jump and scream, or sit and clap 
nicely. By the end of the concert 
everyone was singing and jumping 
around like never before. 

One of the unique features 
about having a concert like this is 
the fact that the band released the 
concert on VHS and DVD.

The Black Album

Metallica has become the metal 
powerhouse that we all know today.

Featuring the global hits 
Enter Sandman, Sad But True and 
Nothing Else Matters MetaUica has 
wrapped an iron fist around the 
music industry.

As soon as Hammett and 
Hetfield 's guitars begin you can 
feel the adrenalin flow through your 
veins. Mix that with the genius of 
Lars' drum work and the heart 
thumping of Newsted 's bass and 
what you have here is an album that 
will fill you with rage and hate but 
it will be expressed through the 
melody and grinding of metal at its 
best. 

This album is over ten years 
old and it is still selling copies 
worldwide.

This CD 
has forever changed the way that 
artists approach heavy metal and it 
has converted fans since its debut. 
I dare you to go to a record store 
and ask for a copy, it'll be sold out 
because that's how powerful of a 
CD it is. 

The Black Album contains 
12 tracks, all of them displaying the 
playing abilities of all 4 members 
of Metallica. I would almost 
guarantee that everyone on the 
planet has heard at least a few tracks 
of this CD and haven't even known 
it. It's that damn influential. The 
length, just over one hour of non 
stop action, 62:16. 
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Metallica^s Side 

According to Metallica the 
main problem with software like 
Napster is that people can download 
it for free. After downloading it they 
can log-on to the internet and then 
search for any artist, song title or 
album title and then that user can 
download any track that they feel like 
from other Napster users anywhere 
on the planet. The users then can 
duplicate that music and it basically 
becomes one big CD copying party 
for people and they don't have to pay 
for the music. 

The recording Industry 
Association of America blocked (by 
suing) Napster from allowing any 
illegal copying and distribution of 
any copyrighted songs on their 
server. On the other side Napster 
doesn't feel that they are liable. 




Napster maintains that it isn't their 
company that is breaking the law. 
Napster's position is that it is the 
users that are breaking the law 
because they are the ones that are 
trading the songs. The courts have 
said that Napster hasn't taken the 
appropriate steps required to stop 
repeat offenders from trading on their 
servers. 

Other artists in the music 
industry were afraid to come forward 
because they didn't want to anger 
their fans. Metallica felt that 
someone needed to raise their voices 
and as a result they provided Napster 
with a list of 335 000 screen names 
that were sharing their works. The 
band wanted this to be stopped and 
basically demanded it happen right 
away. Napster did take some steps 
to stop the identified users but then 



went to the media and blamed 
Metallica for depriving their fans of 
the use of Napster. They also went a 
bit further by telling those users to 
tell Metallica that they "mistakenly" 
identified them so that Napster could 
re-instate their accounts. Napster 
tried to turn the case into an Artist 
vs. Fan case. The suggested solution 
was that Napster should simply 
eliminate all of Metallica's work 
from their directory. 

The reason behind Metallica's 
attack on Napster was not only 
because of the copyright 
infringement issues, but also because 
of the way the music industry works. 
The less prominent artists depend on 
their record royalties in order to 
survive. Napster takes these royalties 
away. Metallica felt that Napster 
threatens the livelihood of all of the 



writers and musicians and that it 
would eventually lead to far less 
music in the world. 

As far as the band goes they 
ran into some trouble with Napster. 
They recorded 6 different versions of 
the Mission Impossible 2 soundtrack 
hit "I Disappear". All of them where 
works in progress and a'll of them 
ended up on Napster before they were 
finished and before the release date. 

Metallica allows fans to 
record their concerts and allows them 
to trade those recordings for free. 
Metallica has even given free 
concerts that have been available on 
the internet. Their point is that it 
should be up to the band if this is 
going to happen. It shouldn't be up 
to some outside source. 
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Napster's Side... 

Napster feels that they give 
small bands in the music industry a 
chance that they might not have had. 
It costs money to get your songs on 
the radio and TV. Napster provides 
a forum so that their music can be 
head worldwide 

They are upset with the fact 
that Metallica will allow Napster to 
share bootlegs (concerts, re-mixes 
and other live recordings) because 
they know the promotional power 
behind the software. The real 
question to Napster is that if 
Metallica knows of the power of 
Napster why do they want to shut it 
down? 

Napster's last argument was 
that it was the right of fans that have 
already purchased Metallica's music 
to download and exchange their 
works. The people at Napster feel 
that if a fan has already bought the 
music then they have a right to have 
that music on their computers. They 
also have a right to make 
compilations of that music so that 
they can have a CD with their favorite 
songs on it. 

Despite fighting with these 
facts behind them and even with the 
point that it isn't the company that is 
trading the songs, but the users, the 
courts in the USA decided to order 
the termination of Napster. Currently 
Napster is working on a 
demonstration version of the 
software that people can purchase 
and pay a yearly fee in order to file 
share on the internet. Right now that 
software is in the developmental 
stages and a group of selected users 
worldwide are putting the new 
software to the test. 

The only problem is with all 
the attention that Napster received 
during this trial there have been 
countless other file sharing programs 
that have taken the place of Napster. 
They might not be as user-friendly 
but they certainly do the job. The 
only question that remains is will the 
people of the world remember how 
easy Napster was to use? Will they 
remember how quickly files could be 
shared? And most importantly, will 
the people be willing to pay for this 
software? 
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
